N. J. Solons Study Bill 
To End Prison Printing 


TRENTON, N. J. (LPA)—The 
assembly of the New Jersey legis- 
lature is now holding hearings on 
a bill to abolish prison printing. 

The measure was introduced by 
‘Assemblyman William F. Tomp- 
kins of Essex County (Newark) 
at the request of Lewis M. Herr- 
mann, editor of the New Jersey 
Labor Herald. Herrmann urged 
that the hearing be held “to dem- 


onstrate to the legislature the 
overwhelming sentiment in favor 


of eliminating prison printing.”

It is especially pleasing to re- 
ceive the above letter from Dr.! 
Cross, as he is familiar with the 
history of labor papers and of the} 
labor movement on this Pacific} 
Coast. | 

Not long after the quaking “fire” | 
of the Bay Area Dr, Cross wrote 
an article for the Labor Clarion of | 
San Francisco in which he told of 
the short and not too merry lives 
of many early labor papers started | 
—and soon stopped!—in California. 
In that article he said: 

“The first labor paper published 
in Oakland in the interests of the 
workers was The Labor Advocate 
(1888) the organ of the Knights of 
Labor and the trades unions of Ala- 
meda county. It was followed inj 
1891 by The Pressman and by The 
Industry and The Oakland Printer 
in 1894. All of these, with the ex-| 
ception of the last, experienced a 
very precarious existence and soon 
disappeared. The Oakland Printer, 
however, survived for a number of; 
years and was a very vigorous and 
successful journal.” 

Dr. Cross tells of one labor pub- 
lication launched in 1867 which| 
was “of excellent typographical 
makeup . but lacking those 
most necessary qualities, aggres- | 
siveness and virility, it passed out’ 
of existence after but four num- 
bers had been issued.” 

Telling of the heroic efforts of 
General A. M. Winn in the ‘seven-| 
ties of labor, Dr. Cross says he 
started a paper in 1873, but “the 
journal lacked the support of the) 
workers, as has always been the 
case, and after struggling along 
for a time, finally gave up the fight) 
in March, 1874.” 

So you see, Dr. Cross knows a 
lot about the tribulations of labor 
and its papers. In fact, he said in 
the article from which we’ve been 
quoting: 

“Verily the paths of the labor 
leader and the labor editor are not 
strewn with roses nor with wreaths 
of glory!”
